Stabbed twice by a man whom he had 


knocked down for addressing an insulting 
remark to his wife, Arthur Kennedy, 140 
Halsted street, lies in a critical condition at 


the County Hospital. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kennedy, accompanied by 
Miss Effie Schemer, were returning home 
from the theater last night, and had reached 
the corner ot Congress and Halsted streets 


‘ where four well-dressed young men were 
lounging on the corner. They were passing 


by quietly when one of the men stepped to 
the edge ot the walk and attempted to speak 
to Mrs. Kennedy. 


Knocks Down the Offender. 
Disregarding the odds against him, Ken- 
nedy at oncg dealt the offender a blow in 
the face which sent him reeling into the 
street. The others were so surprised by this 
sudden turn of affairs no assistance was of- 


fered. Kennedy and the women then started | 


to continde their walk. 

The man who had been knocked down rose 
to his feet in. anger and started to follow 
Kennedy. He reached the group as it was 
at the Metropolitan L. station. Without 
a word he drew. a knife and plunged it into 


| Kennedy’s back. As the latter turned his 


assailant again drove the knife into his vic- 
tim's abdomen and then fied. Kennedy sank 
to the ground unconscious. The Desplaines 
street police took the injured man to the 
hospital in an ambulance. The physicians 
pronounced Kennedy's wounds serious and 
his condition critical. ; 


Young Woman Shows Nerve. 

Mrs. Kennedy was almost prostrated at 
the sudden attack made upon her husband. 
Miss Schemar was more composed. She 
gave the police a good description of the 
assailant and offered to go with them in 
search of him. After the police had departed 


Miss Schemar alone searched up and down 


Halsted street, hoping to find the man. 

„ The attack was most unexpected.“ said 
Miss Schemar after she had returned from 
the unsuccessful search. We three were 
walking along, and as we passed the corner 
I noticed four men there. They were ap- 
‘parently in a deep argument among, them- 
selves and appeared to be at the point of 
blows when we came along. Then the man 
who stabbed Mr. Kennedy attempted to 
speak to us. I am confident I could pick 
him out if I ever saw him.”’ 

Early this ‘morning the police arrested 
three men in a saloon at 95 Halsted street 
whom they believe to be Kennedy’ s assail- 

ants, The men gave their names at Jolin 
Gay, John Jackson, and Gustavus Johnson. 


CROWDED CARS INCRASH 
WEST 


By the crashing together of a Madison 
street grip car and a crowded Western ave- 
nue electric car at West Madison street and 
Western avenue last night a number of pas- 
sengers who were compelled to hang to the 
straps because seats were lacking were 
thrown to the floor and received a severe 
shaking up. Charles Ballard, 578 Milwaukee 
avenue, was bruised about the face and 
body. Both lines were tied up about twenty 
minutes. 

The accident occurred shortly after 10 
o' clock, and because of the alleged reduc- 
tion in the number of cars run on Sunday 
both cars were well filled. As a result, the 
collision created a mild panic. Passengers 
rushed for the doors, creating a crush in 
which several were trampled upon, while a 
few of the more foolhardy would have tried 
to crawl through the broken windows had 
they not been restrained. 

The grip struck the electric about the 
middle, and while both continued to grind 
and crush after the crash, after the first few 
seconds the passengers saw there was no 
serious danger. This fact, considering the 
crowded condition, probably saved a number 
of serious injuries.

Whether the girl, despondent and tired of 
living, also felt pity for the child and decided 
to end both unhappy existences, or whether 
she became angry because she was compelled 
to remain in the house yesterday, killed the 
child, and then, in a fit of remorse, sought to 
end her own life, will never be knqwn.

SICKROOMS A HARDSHIP HERE. 


Chicago Physicians and Real Estate 
Men Interpose Objections to the 
Berlin Sanitary Scheme. 


Physicians and real estate men take little 
étock in the plan of the sanitary authorities 
of Berlin, Germany, to compel owners of 
bulldings to provide a sickroom in each 
building or flat. They hold that a law com- 
pelling the establishment of “ individual hos- 
pitals by the peculiar construction of the 
house or flat would be unconsitutional. 

“It would be impracicable,“ said Dr. J. B. 
Murphy. It requires more than four walls 
and cleanliness to make a sickroom habit- 
able. Moreover, no contagious case could 
be kept there.“ 

“ There is no sense in such a suggestion,“ 
eaid Dr. D. R. Brower, nor is there any 
necessity for it. The room would be of no 
use in ninety-nine cases out of every 100.“ 

The people would not accept a law com- 
pelling the construction of sickrooms in con- 
nection with their houses,“ said George Birk- 
hoff Ir. They want to build as they please. 
Then the setting apart of a room for sick pur- 
poses would be a real hardship to many, 
especially where the homes are small.“ 

What wetheed in Chicago more than sick- 
rooms in each house or flat are rooms in hos- 
pitals devoted exclusively to contagious or 
infectious diseases, said Marvin A. Farr.

VERESTCHAGIN TALKS OF WAR 
AND SUGGESTS REMEDY. 


Woman’s Advent Inte Public Life, Says 
tune Russian, Would Be a Potent Fac- 
tor for Peace—Plea for Their Partici- 
pation in the Legislative and Exec- 
utive Functions of Gevernment—Ap- 


propriations Less Likely tor the Car- : 


rying On of Warfare. 


Vassili Verestchagin, whose war pictures 
painted in the interest of peace presented 
so forcibly the horrors of war that Von 
Moltke once forbade his private soldiers to 
see them, occupied the pulpit of All Souls’ 
Independent Church yesterday morning. 

The topic had been announced as War,” 
but the artist explained in beginning his 
speech that he should speak of war only as 
a phase of the social problem. The effect of 
war upon society he compared to the effect 
of an ever-opening and ever-reourring wound 
upon the body of a human being; the rem- 


edy for this wound he believes to lie in the 


wider and more general public influence of 
women. | 

“We men,“ he said, are not so soft of 
character, so ready for deeds of pity and of 
mercy, as are our sisters. Women, it is true, do 
a great deal of charitable and philanthropic 
work in the world already, but they do it 
usually as assistants to their husbands, fa- 
thers, and brothers rather than as leaders. 
They should work at the right side of these 
fathers, husbands, and brothers rather than 
from their present position.” 


Women to Aid Cause of Peace, 


The advent of women into the more promi- 
nent work of governments and public affairs. 
will work much good in the interests of 
peace, also, Mr. Verestchagin believes. 
Women for one thing will be less ready and 
willing to vote public money for the carry- 
ing on of warfare. The subordinate.position 
now occupied by women in governmental 
affairs, the great artist declared to be, in his 
opinion, a nonsense.”’ | 

“Why,” he asked, may a woman be 
Queen, an Empress, but never the Secretary 
of State? Why can she rule by heredity but 
not by selection? And what would be 
thought of the private employer who re- 
jected the services of some of his best and 
most efficient workmen merely because they 
were of a complexion lighter, perhaps, more 


blonde, than some of the others? Women are 


far better workers in the interest of peace 
and humanfty than are men. When they 
bear a larger part in the affairs of nations 
wars will be fewer and less frequent.” 


Tells of Killed and Wounded. 

Asked by the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, pas- 
tor of the church, if he had anything further 
to say, the artist, who talks in attractively 
quaint and broken English, gave some fig- 
ures regarding the number of men actually 
killed in certain battles during single days, 
and also imitated the rolls of the smaller 
guns, the booming of cannon, and the smoth- 
ered cries of the wounded. 

The church was filled to overflowing, de- 
spite the fact that Verestchagin's expected 
presence had been purposely kept as quiet as 
possible, and the listeners seemed deeply 
impressed. The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, in 
closing the service, said that Verestchagin's 
brush began where his speech ended, and 
that, after all, the better and more effective 
and eloquent serman, despite the undoubt- 
ed excellence of yesterday morning's ad- 
dress, was contained in the pictures now on 
exhibition at the Art Institute.

Mill Crowded with Workmen. : 
The boiler exploded in the evening, when 
the mill hands, many of whom, accom-~ 
panied by their wives and children, were 
eating supper. before commencing their 
night’s work. The buildings of the mill col- 
lapsed entirely and the débrie was buried in 
all directions, destroying other buildings and 
killing and injuring the people im the vicini- 
ty. Owing to the darkness the work of ex- 
tricating the victims proceeded with great 
difficulty. 
A long line of carts and carriages was en- 
in conveying the injured to the Man- 
resa Hospital, five miles distant. 8 


Search for Dead Continues. 

This morning the inhabitants were among 
the ruins seeking the remains of friends and 
relatives, while the priests in the open air 
administered the last rites of the church to 
‘the dying. | 

The search at the scene of the explosio 
was continued during the day by members 
of the Red Cross society and officials. Heads, 
arms, and legs separated from the body and 
unrecognizable, blackened corpses were 
found.

Experiments Prove That Sugar May Be 
| Cultivated with Profit Under

LONDON, Jan. 10.—Experiments with the 
growing of sugar beets have been made on 
the flelds at Walton, irrigated by the sew- 
age from the City of Liverpool, and the 
success attained has been highly satisfac- 
tory, confirming the assertion previously 
made that English agriculturists could en- 
gage in the cultivation of sugar beets with 
profit. Dr. Sigmund Stein reports that these 
beets yielded 18 per cent of sugar, while Ger- 
man beets, grown near Berlin, yield but 14.1 
per cent. 

The weight of beets per acre amounted to 
forty-one tons, against ten tons in Germany. 


SERVIA’S KING MAY ABDICATE. 


Alexander Now Said to Be Willing to

gia, in talking over his plans of travel with 
United States Ambassador White at the din- 
ner given last night by Baron von Rich- 
thofen, the German Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, to Prince and Princess Henry, the 
American Ambassador and Mrs. White, John 
B. Jackson, secretary of the embassy, and 
a number of other distinguished persons, 
said he was especially pleased with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's selection of Rear AUmiral 
Robley D. Evans to receive him in the United 
States, as there was an old sailors’ friend- 
ship between them. 
English was the only language employed 
at this dinner, at which, beside the guests 
already mentioned, all the principal person- 
ages who will accompany Prince Henry to 
the United States were present.

HBNRY LOVED BY GHRMANS 


PRINCE ABOUT TO VISIT UNITED 
STATES A NOTABLE MAN. 


Son. 


Honored for Bravery and Feats for the 
Nation in All Parts of the World— 
Rumored Differences Between Kais- | 
er and His Brother Declared to Have 
No Foundation—Clash at Manila 
Would Have Been Avoided Had Roy- 
al Commander Been Present. 


BX-ATTACHE.} 

Among all the Princes of the reigning 
houses of Germany there is none, with the 
possible exception of the Kaiser, who pos- 
sesses 60 striking an individuality as Prince 
Henry of Prussia, and inasmuch as he is 
about to visit this country in behalf of his 
brother, Kaiser Wilhelm, it may be well to 
give a brief pen sketch of this royal sailor, 
and above all to correct certain misappre- 
hensions which have arisen, both concern- | 
ing himself and likewise with regard to his 
relations with his brother. 

No greater mistake could be made than to 
attribute to Prince Henry any share of the 
blame for the bad feeling which was caused 
by the attitude of the German warships at 
Manila during the few months that followed 
the great American naval victory gained 


under the guns of that city. 
Diederichs to Blame for Clash. 

What trouble there was wag due to the 
Prussian Rear Admiral Di chs, wha, to 
use the expressive phrase of the English sea 
Captain, Sir Edward Chichester, in endeavor- 
ing to excuse him in the eyes of Admiral 
Dewey, had no sea manners.” 

There is no doubt that had Prince Henry 
been at Manila instead of Diederichs at that 
moment there would have been no fric- 
tion whatsoever either between the naval 
commanders, or subsequently between the 
two nations. For Prince Henry possesses 
precisely those qualities which would have 
resulted in feelings of good will and friend- 
ship with Admiral Dewey. 

The Prince is modest, honest, broad-mind- 
ed, speaks English perfectly, and is entirely 
free from any affectation or pose. He is a 
man indeed who has so many qualities in 
common with Dewey that it is impossible 
that they should not have understood each 
other, and under the circumstances it is to be 
regretted that the Prince happened to be in 
the northernmost portion of the China seas 
at the time when the battle of Manila was 
fought. It may be remembered that mat- 
ters went much more smoothly between 
the Germans and Americans at Manila after 
the withdrawal of Admiral Diederichs. 


Kaiser Not Jealous of Brother. 

Then, too, no importance whatsoever 
should be attached to the stories which have 
been circulated widely to the effect that the 
Kaiser is imbued with sentiments of jealousy 
towards Prince Henry. In fact, the latter's 
dispatch to China was popularly ascribed 
both in Germany and abroad, to a desire on. 
the part of the Emperor to keep his brother 
at a distance. There is nothing farther 
from the truth. : 

The appointment of Henry to the command 
of the German naval forces in the China 
Seas at that juncture was due to a belief on 
the part of William that the Chinese Empire 
Was on the eve of a breakup, and that it 
would be well under the circumstances that 
Germany's equadron in the far Orient should 
be under the orders of an officer such as 
Prince Henry, who, by reason of his royal 
rank and intimate knowledge of his brother's 
views and wishes, would have the necessary 
boidnesg, tact, and presence of mind to know | 
exactly how to deal with any crisis that 
might arise. he 

Scions of European royalty who visit China 
and Japan are few and far between, and 
William may naturally havé thought that 
the presence of Henry at the head of the 
German fleet in Chinese waters—a Prince 
who, in addition to being the Kaiser's only

Czar, and a grandson of the late Queen Vic- 
torla—would have the effect of giving to the 
cause of Germany in the Orient an impor- 
tance and a prestige which.would atone for 
the inferiority of its naval strength in that 
part of the globe. 15 


Likes to Have Henry at Home. 

Far from wishing Henry at a distance, Em- 
peror William ts never so good-tempered and 
cheery, so thoroughly to his advantage as 
when he has his brother near him. In fact, 
those who know anything about the condi- 
tion of affairs at the court of Berlin are aware 
that real and lasting affection exists between 
the two men. And that things should be 
thus speaks as highly for the one brother 
as it does for the other. Indeed, it gives 
evidence of the warm-heartedness, I might 
almost says the ty of the Kaiser’s 
character. 

For everything that could possibly have 
contributed to render William jealous of his 
brother has been done. Henry was always 
favored at the expense of his elder brother 
by his father and mother, by the entire im- 
perial family; and by the court of Berlin 
previous to William's accession to the throne. 

In fact the late Bmperor gave a striking 
expression of his preference for his younger 
son when at the time of Henry's marriage 
he, after affectionatiey embracing him, 
pressed into his hand a slip of paper—he 
could speak no longer owing to the malady

Loved by the German People. 

This privileged position in the affection of 
his parents, and, it may be added, in the 
hearts of the German people, is due in a 
large measure to Prince Henry’s education. 
He was brought up, 80 to speak at sea to a 
profession which is of all others the one 
which calls forth the best qualities, develops 
manliness, and diminishes pride and affecta- 
tion. Before he was 20 years of age he had 
twice circumnavigated the glove, visiting 
every corner of the earth, and carrying the 
flag of Germany into regions where it had 
never been seen before. 

This in itself was sufficient to interest Ger 
mans in the young Prince, the first of his 
house to seek adventures in such far distant 
climes, and this healthy, manly, interesting 
mode of life was compared to his advantage 
with the somewhat dissipated existence of 
most young German Princes doing duty as 
t Berlin and in other Teuton 


Every. now and again stories reached the 
public through the press of feats of gallantry 
performed by the royal eallor, such as the 
plunging overboard once in a squall, and at 
another time in shark infested waters to 
save drowning saliors, while every incident 
which thus became known concerning the 
young Prince served to confirm his country- 
men in the belief that he was endowed in an 
altogether exceptional degree with those 
qualities which we are so fond of ascribing 
to those who go down to the sea in ships.“ 


Clear of Court Intrigues. 


These long sea voyages had, moreover; the 
effect of keeping him clear of all those court 
and political intrigues with which the throne 
at Berlin is surrounded as with a network— 
intrigues, I may add, which have been de- 
voted to many a futile endeavor to create 
mischief between the two brothers. 

Since Henry's return from China the two 
brothers have been more intimate than ever. 
Henry is the life of the court at Berlin, as 
he is extremely fond of making fun, even at 
the expense sometimes of his Majesty, espe- 
clally about the excessively earnest attitude 
which William assumes so often with regard 
to the most trivial questions. Absolutely 
unconventional, save on his own quarter- 
deck, he carries about with him an atmos- 
phere of brightness and breeziness which is 
almost as infectious and as bracing as a 
whiff of sea air. 

Fior all his love of skylarking and the free- 

dom of his manners, Henry’s name has never 
been associated with any questionable ru- 
mors, even in a capital where gossip of that 
description is so prevalent as Berlin. Cer- 
tainly, there are plenty of stories current 
about the pranks that he has played. But 
these are ali of an innocent and boyish char- 
and the Prince’s reputation as a 
healthy-minded man and as a perfect hus- 
band stands absolutely above reproach. 
creates the impression of the most complete 
wholesomeness. His six feet of well-set-up 
manhood, his bright eyes, and clear tanned” 
skin seem the outward and visible signs of 
, a thoroughly clean and sound mind. 

Common sense, frankness, fearlessness, 
dignity, and kindness are written in his every 
feature in a way that reminds one vividly 
of his lamented father, while the easy move- 
ments of an athletic body, always, appar- 

ently, in the pink of condition, are evidently 

allied to the smooth serenity 
fident in itself, but modest wit 
of knowledge. 

Rightly or wrongly, he is credited with 
having inherited all the liberal and broad- 
minded views for which the Emperor Fred- 
erick was 80 distinguished, and this has 
contributed in no small measure to his great 
popularity in Germany. 


Cautious in Public Utterances. 


If I do not speak positively on the sub- 
ject of his political views, it is because his 
public utterances are few and far between. 
In fact, his principal public utterance was 
made at the time of his departure for China, 
when he addressed the Emperor in such 
extravagant terms, referring to his con- 
secrated Majesty, that it created feelings of 
amazement throughout the civilized world. 

There has always been an impression that 
there was in this extraordinary speech just 
a suspicion of a disposition 
brother. For not only were the terms which 
he used entirely foreign to his character, 
but it was impossible fo any one who had 
ever heard him chaffing his sea-sick brother. 
while out yachting, putting his head in the 
cabin door every now and again, and calling 
out, “‘ Well, Willie, how do you feel now, and 
what has become of your imperial dignity?’ 
to believe that he was really serious when 
he so solemniy ascribed semi-divine 
tributes to this self- game Willle.”’ 

I hear that after the Prince's arrival in 
China, when banquets were given in his 
honor by the German and English leading 
colonists, he was repeatedly asked to make 
a few remarks in reply to the toast drunk 
in his honor, but that on each occasion he 
politély informed his hosts that he would 
see them in Jericho before he got on his feet | 
to address them. 

“Only once in my life,’ he was wont to 
say, did I make a speech, and I shall never 
the end of that to the close of my 


A little later, when the Shanghai corre- 
spondent of the London Times was presented 
to him, he himself referred to this most 
celebrated and oft-quoted speech 
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Hope for Reciprocity. 

“The last utterance of the far-séeing Pres- 
ident McKinley, of whose life his people were

Rosmersheolm. 

The truth that Ibsen evidently would em- 
phasize in his “ Rosmersholm,” which was 
produced for the first time in Chicago last 
evening by the Leon Wachsner company at 
Powers’, is that only to him who is ie 
ecious of innocence from 
- who enters upon his task with 8 is 
the accomplishment of a great work possible. 
As is his wont, the great Norwegian lets the 
drama itself and the logical development of 
the situations therein bring the spectators 
t a realization of this truth. He at no time 
preaches it at them, and he in no sense lessens 
its forcefulness by following such a course. 

“Rosmersholm” is not an amusing 
drama, but it is an interesting drama, a 
powerful one—one that gives material tor 
thought and earnest study. 

John Rosmer is the owner of the estate of 
Rosmersholm, is the last of an old family, 
and for many years has been the chief 
preacher of the district. His wife, after a 
lengthy season of ill-health, gradually lost 
her reason, and in a moment of inganity 
drowned herself. Some time previous to this 
tragedy there came to Rosmersholm a young 
woman, Rebecca West by name, and when 
the play opens she and Rosmer have been 
living for many months in a companionship 
based solely upon the pure friendship that 
springs from mutual interest in the same in- 
tellectual problems. Rosmer has lost his 
faith in the church, and dreams of personal 
and mental liberty for the common people.

and will join the reform party. The brother- 
in-law is incensed, and finally tells that the 
wife was driven to her insanity by the fear 
of Rosmer’s falling from faith and because 
she felt she must make way with herself 
because he must marry Rebecca. 

Rosmer declares such a thing impossible, 
as he and Rebecca at that time had ke 
their discussion of religious and social pro 
lems entirely secrét from his wife. Doubt 
is awakened in his mind, however, as to his 
own innocence where the death of his wife 
is concerned, and, burdened by this doubt, he 


loses the consciousness of power and the 


joyousness that were essential for his under- 
taking of the great work he had set himself. 
And when Rebecca finally admits that she, 


in order to fit him for his high destiny, had

Bernard k Brown of Roches 
ter Found Dead in Front 
of Locked Safe. 


HEAD CRUSHED BY BLOW. 


Assailant Had, It Thought, 
Tried to Fores Him to Open 
the Combination.

Rochester, N. T., Jan. 10.—[Special.)—The 
murder of Bernard B. Brown, one of the old- 
est and best known jewelers of this city, 
was discovered a few minutes before 0 
o'dlock this evening. Browh was found in 
hig chair in front of the tall safe in his 
stare, his skull crushed in, and his: body 
otherwise mutilated. He had n dound 
and gagged, 
Brown's jewelry store is on State street, 
one of the busiest thoroughfares of the city. 
It is above an eating-house, which stands 
at the corner of State and Corinthian streets. 
A wide pair of stairs leads up to the jewelry 
store. John Raquet, a night watchman, 
discovered the erime. The place was dark 
when he opened the door, but a gleam from 
the open stove door showed him a portion of 
the interfor. He walked over to close the 
stove door and collided with a chait that was 
in his way. Then he struck alight. Without 
waiting to take a second look he pulled the 
burglar alarm and ran to the street. 


Old Man Dead Before Safe. 

_The entire headquarters force of policemen 
came running down to the four corners. 
They saw the aged Mr. Brown sitting in 
front of the tall office safe, ‘his gray hair and 
long gray beard matted with blood and the 
top of his head crushed in. He would have 
fallen to the floor had not thé showcase 
been so close that he fell over against it. 

The old man was gagged firmly, a hand- 
kerchief was tied closely about his neck, 
his arms were fastened behind and his feet 
were tied together. The police say that a 
hammer had been used. 

Not much of the many thousand dollars’ 
worth of jeweiry had been stolen. The only 


article of value missing was a $250 diamond 


pin and Mr. Brown's keys. The robbers had 
removed the stone from the pin and flung the 
setting on the floor. The showcases had not 
been disturbed. Not an article had been 
removed from the spot where it had been 
methodically planed day after day by the 
old jeweler. ‘ 


Refused to Reveal Combination. 

The police at once started on the theory 
that the murderers had gagged and bound 
Brown and placed him in front of the safe to 
force him to open it for them. He had evi- 
dently refused to do this. Then they prob- 
ably tried torture to induce him to confess 
the combination, and, failing, they killed him 
in cold blood to avoid detection.

SPALDING STORY. 


President Johnson Says Na- 
tional Leaguer Inferred _ 
Too Much. . 


NO TRUCE IS DECLARED. 


Ameridan Organization Will Con- 
tinue to Remain Nentral 
in Fight. 


BRUSH TYPEWRITES AGAIN. 


President Johnson Was astonished when 
he read in yesterday morning’s papers A. G. 
Spalding's statement regarding their con- 
ference and, later in the day, took occasion 
to deny in rather emphatic terms nearly all 
of that statement. 

It was a matter of general comment that 
the statement made by President Johnson 
at the conclusion of the conference was in 
gome conflict with the account furnished 
gubsequently by Mr. Spalding. President 
Johnson denied that he said anything to 
justify Spalding in believing none of the 
National league clubs could obtain admission 
into the American league or inferring that 
the American league would not encroach on 
players or territory claimed by the older 


league. 

He repeated his previous statement that 
the only agreement reached was that con- 
cerning the desirability of uniform playing 
rules, and then nullified any significance 
which the proposed meeting at Buffalo might 
have by saying he would welcome repre- 

ntatives of the Freedman faction and of 
the Hickey league at that meeting, because 
its sole purpose was to relieve the public 
from the confusion that resulted last year 
from playing under different rules, and to 
that end ali interests ought to be represented. 


‘American Preserves Neutrality. 

Furthermore, Mr. Johnson made it plain 
that the American league would not recog- 
nize or affiliate with the National or Spald- 
ing league as a four-club organization and 
would preserve the same neutrality toward 
the Brush faction until some way could be 
discovered to harmonize the old league and 
place it in position to act as a unit in con-

No Truce Has Been Declared. 

Nothing in the nature of a truce has been 
declared and cannot be until the National 
teague so shapes its affairs that we can deal 
with it as a unit. The American league can 
never compromise with or support either 
half of the National league. It would be 
folly on our part to afford shelter to either 
faction and take up its fight against the 
other. There can be no organized baseball 
so long as there is unprotected territory o- 
cupied by enemies. 

On the other hand, we do not destre the 
extermination of the National league nor 
of either wing of it. The American league 
wants two leagues of as nearly the same 
scope and strength as is possible and will 
lend all assistance in its power to any move- 
ment to bring about that condition of af- 
fairs. Until there is the possibility of such 
an outcome we will try to preserve a strict 
neutrality and fight only our own battles, 
as we have had to do in the past.“

When some mysterious movement in a 
“pile up was made he would turn and ask 
me about it, but I had to shake my head and

He told me how he felt like the country 
boy who went to a college football game for 
the first time, to see the real thing.“ When 

asked how he liked it, the country boy 

nalvely replied: 

“They didn't have no game; they got into 

a scrap and kept fightin’ all the time when 

they ought to have been plaxint ball.”

When cases 
were presented to him for relief that were 
beyond his ability to meet he would apply 
to me or some of his friends for assistance 
in aiding worthy persons, and his friends 
were always glad to respond to these ap- 
peals. He was liberal without stint. It 


‘gave him actual physical pain to see any 


one suffering or in distress, and on such oc- 
casions be showed his great faith in friend- 
ship, never hesitating to go to any bounds 
n an appeal for others. Whatever he had in 
his pocket, whether it was 10 cents or $10, 


nave sat many times talking over those mat-

Admiral. Baron Seckendorff, who is en- 
titled to the predicate of your Excellency, 
has been with Prince Henry ever since the 
latter’s boyhood, when he was selected from 
among a large number of other young naval 
-Meutenants by the late Emperor Frederick 
to act as mentor, tutor, and aid of his favor- 
ite son. 

The responsibilities of such an office are 
enormous. For it is the mentor in such 
cases who is held responsible by the reign- 
ing house, by the government, and by the 
nation for any scrape in which his royal 
charge may become involved or danger that 
he may incur, and with all that he does not 
enjoy the authority which a tutor would pos- 
sess over his pupil under ordinary circum- 
stances and is obliged to guide the Prince 
committed to his care by means of the ‘most 
tactful and delicate nn rather ee: 
by discipline. 

It is relatively rare that the mentors of 
youthful royalty manage to retain the 
friendship of their charges after the latter 
have grown up and become exempt from 
their tutelage. Emperor William, for in- 
stance, got rid of General von Liebenau 
almost immediately after his accession to 
the throne and when he became for the 
first time his own master. Baron Albert 
Seckendorff, however, succeeded in estab- 
lishing so strong a hold upon the affection- 
te regard of Prince Henry that when the 
latter grew up he insisted on keeping the 
Baron with him as the chief of his house- 
hold, and the two have been together ever 
since, their relations having developed into 
the most intimate friendship characterized. 
by complete devotion on the part of the 
Baron and the most absolute confidence on 
the part of the Prince. Whenever the Prince 
went to sea the Baron was with him, and 
in this way advanced through the various 
grades of the naval profession to the rank 
of Vice Admiral, which he now holds. Mar- 
ried to a wealthy and charming widow, his 
wife has become as close a friend of Princess 
Henry as he is of the Prince, and the Baron- 
ess holds the position of grand mistress of 
the household to the e

of German dignitaries in attendance on the 
Prince who enjoys the greatest amount of 
influence with the latter and who stands 
nearest to him.

name. The Countess is invariably described 
as “‘a Princess in her own right,“ and it Is 
added that the title of Princess of Noer was 
specially conferred upon her by the Em- 
peror of Austria at the time of her first mar- 
riage to Prince Frederick of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, brother of the father of the present 
Empress of Germany. 

Now, this is not quite correct. The Courtt- 
ess von Waldersee was never created a 
Princess in her own right efther by the Em- 
peror of Austria or by any other European 
sovereign. When Prince Frederick fell in 
love with Miss Lee he had to face the al- 
ternative of either marrying her morgan- 
atically, to which she declined to consent, or 
else of resigning his royal status and rank 
as Prince of the blood in order to become a 
mere mobleman. He chose the latter alter 
native, and was invested in consequence by 
the Austrian Emperor with the merely no- 
billary title of Prince Noer, which, of course, 
his wife was enabled to share when she mar- 
ried him. I may add that she ceased to bear 

when, after his death, she became the 
wife of Field Marshal Count Waldersee.

INTERNATIONAL THROUGH ROUTES. 

The mere transfer of ownership of the 
agencies of trade has, in and of itself, 
little, general interest or social significance. 

When, however, such transfer mans a 
higher organization of social agencies, then 
it concerns progress in civilization, _ 

Early last week it was reported with 
some positiveness that the control of the 
freight lines of the Cunard or White Star 
steamship company, or of both companies, 
had been secured by Mr. J. P. Morgan and 
his associates and were to be consolidated 
with the Leyland and the American steam- 
ship lines. All these lines when consoli- 
dated were, it. was said, to be operated in 
conjunction with the great railroad inter- 
ests in whose management Mr. Morgan 
figures. A later report, printed in yester- 
day’s Trrpune, is to the effect that there is 
to be a grand steamship combination, tak- 
ing in nine steamship lines, with a united 
capital of nearly $500,000,000. The alleged 
object is to combine all the Atlantic freight 
and traffic business under one management.

There is reason to believe that these 

stories are not made out of whole cloth and 

that American organizing and combining 

ability is to be displayed on the ocean as 

jvell as on the land.

The greatest of all breaks in transporta- 
tion occurs at the seaboard. Henceforth, 
however, the greatest rail and, perhaps, one 
may assuredly say, the greatest water car- 
rying agencies of the world will be operated 
in such a way as to effect the highest pos- 
sible mutual adjustment between land and 
water facilities, Under divided ownership 
and management such adjustment has been 
| worked out in many ingenious ways. But 
under common ownership and management, 
for example, of mines, mills, railroads, 
docks, and ships, the new labor-saving con- 
nections synchronized movements 
which can realized will mean another 
long step in reducing the waste and enhanc- 
ing the productiveness of human energy. 

The statement was recently made in a 
dispatch to Tum Tsun that Mr. Morgan 
and other railroad magnates had definitely 
in mind the unification of all the great rail- 
way systems of the United States and their 
operation in connection with a vast interna- 
tional transport service. Presumably it is 
not true, but the United States is certainly 
the birthplace of such vast organizing ideas, 
and they stand for an economic ideal con- 
cerning which the future may have much to 
say. 

In this connection it may be remarked 
that the prospect that the steel trust and 
other great interests are actually acquiripg 
an interest in more steamship lines to be 
used for freight carrying purposes consti- 
tutes a significant comment upon the clamor 
of those who affirm that American capital 
will not be invested in an ocean marine un- 
less prompted to do so by a gift of gdvern- 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


The volume of business so far this year 
shows a moderate gain over the correspond- 
ing period of last year. This is gratifying. 
Had railroad earnings and bank clearings 
done no more than keep up to the level of 
1901 there would have been no cause for 
dissatisfaction, because the high level of 
last year set a mark which the country 
does well to maintain. There is reason for 
congratulation, therefore, that so far better 
results have been achieved, and that all the 
prospects remain good for the near future. 
Net earnings of fifty-two roads for the first 
week in January increased 9.46 per cent 
over the corresponding week of last year, 
and the showing by bank clearings is almost 
equally good. 3 | 

One of the best evidences of a solid con- 
dition of business is the soundness of bank- 
ing communities generally. The troubles of 
the Everett-Moore syndicate and the Crude 
Rubber company are causing bankers every- 
where to scan more closely the character 
of the securities on which they make loans, 
so as to guard against disaster. : 

The second failure of Phillips precipitated 
liquidation of large holdings of grains and 
depression ‘by manipulation, and was ac- 
companied by apprehensions of allied fall- 
ures. None have occurred. In the decline 
which came with the collapse in rye, May 
wheat dropped to 78% cents, as against a 
high price of 84% cents in the previous 
week, but it recovered from the low point 
and closed at 81 cents, a loss of 1 cents on 
the week's movement. May corn closed at 
64%-% cents, against 65% cents in the pre- 
vious week. 

Less complaint is heard regarding car 
shortage, and the railroads probably are 
beginning to catch up on business offered. 
The reports from the various branches of 
the iron and steel industry fulfill the expec- 
tations of thriving business, and it is sin- 
gular to see that foreign steel and iron in 
fair quantities have been imported for East- 
ern consumers. German steel billets have 
been delivered at Xoungstown at a cost to 
the purchasers of $27.50 a ton. This illus- 
trates not merely the inability of the Amer- 
ican manufacturers to supply immediately 
all kinds of steel which are needed, but also 
the readiness of the German steel men to 
accept a low price for their product. The 
duty paid on these billets was $6.72 a ton. 

As anticipated, the American Steel and 
Wire company made an agreement with the 
independent manufacturers, and the result 
is an advance of $1 a ton in the price of 
wire, while wire nails have been put up to 
$2.05 a keg. The price of pig iron, the de- 
mand for which is maintained firmly, has 
not been changed. Southern as well as 
Northern producers are conservative. 
Stocks at the furnaces are being reduced, 
and the output, which was 298,400 tons on 
Jan. 1, probably is increasing. 

A different story is told in copper, two 
cuts reducing the trust quotation for lake 
to 11% cents a pound, while sales are re- 
ported at 11 cents. This is a great reduc- 
tion from 17 cents, at which the Amaiga- 
mated company’s selling agency endeavored 
to support this metal. Foreign demand, 
however, is at last stimulated, and exports 
during the first half of this month improved | 
considerably.

WHY CUBA NEEDS AID. 

The Cuban planters and Americans who 
are most familiar with conditions in 
Ouba say that sugar cannot be produced at 
a profit so long as the American duty is 
what it is and the competition of the boun- 
tied beet sugar of Europe has to be met. 
It there were fair competition between beet 
and cane sugar the Cubans would be able 
to take care of themselves. There is no 
likelihood, however, that the European gov- 
ernments will abandon their bounty policy. 

The present price of European bounty-fed 
beet sugar—duty paid—is 3.5 cents a pound 
at New York. The fair average of cost of 
Cuban sugar delivered at New York is 4.1 
cents a pound. The cost of producing cane 
sugar in Caba is now 2.06 cents per pound. 
The freight and duty raise the cost to 4.1 
cents. But the Cuban planter cannot com- 
mand this price for his sugar. He must 
accept the price which the European beet 
sugar manufacturer takes for his produet. 
But when the Cuban accepts that price he 
loses money. If he shall continue to accept 
that lower price he cannot escape ruin. It 
will be only a question of time as to when he 
loses his land. 

The American beet sugar manufacturers 
deny this assertion of the Cubans that they 
cannot, as matters stand, make a-living out 
of sugar. These Americans say that the 
Cubans can get along without any assist- 
ance, and that their statements are not to

He strong 
ly. loved his friends, and was often full of 
the spirit of a splendid chivalry in his rela- 
tions to them. 

Though as a journalist intent on noting

Florence in Dante’s Day. 
The Two First Centuries of Florentine 


History,” by Pasquale Villari. Charles 
Scribiter’s Sons, 


“The Two First Centu , 
History, the Republic 
Time of Dante,“ have bee 

e n dealt with in a 
book of glowing patriotism, by Professor 
Pasquale Villari, the same being done into 
English by Sig. Linda Villari Professo 
Villart complains, no doubt, with 3 
that the historians of his country, Whether 
of the country in general or the communes 
in particular, have lacked the critical his- 
torical sense. He believes them to have been 
carried along by an impetuous eloquence or 
an undisecriminating enthusiasm for their 
subject, and he has therefore endeavored to 
employ the modern scientific method in sift- 
ing tradition, examining the early chroni- 
eles, comparing them, and setting the results 
before the reader. The author has not, how- 
ever—and this is fortunate—been able to 
eradicate a fine enthusiasm for his task from 
his pages. Florence is to him the splendid 
mother of the modern world, nor can he 
speak of her in measured terms. : 

Beginning with the earliest institutions, 
Professor Villari follows the development of 
the city up to that condition of order and 
supremacy created and maintained by the 
guilds. The great triumphs of commerce, the 
viotories of trade have never been more con- 
spicuous or picturesque than at this period. 
The years of rapine and war well over, the 
Florentine world settled to the arts of peace 
with a sort of passion. In 1888 there were 
more than 200 wool factories in Florence, 
turning out annually from seventy thousand 
to eighty thousand pieces of cloth. Skilled 
refiners and dyers were there, makers of 
brocades, men who understood the use of 
the gold thread in fabric, and men who ven- 
tured to import wool’ from Holland, Bra- 
bant, England, annd France. 

The sovereigns of Florence at this period 
were the Guild of Wool, the Guild of Silk 
or of Porta Santa Maria, the Guild of 
Money Changers, the Guild of Doctors and 
Druggists, the Guild of Skinners and Fur- 
riers. Guelph and Ghibelline subdued or 
placated, these producers, these men of in- 
dustry and enterprise began to dominate 
their world. A lucid description follows of 
the development of this pecullar republic, 
forcing its free path to the sea for the sake 
of its commerce, creating its aristocracy by 
its industrial achievement, nurturing artists 
who added to the product of beauty, and en- 
riching its greatest merchants and manu- 
facturers till they were as princes for wealth 
and power. 

Still more interesting is the history of how 
Florence came into her literary supremacy. 
That the greatest of poets, architects, paint- 
ers, and sculptors should haye been born 
of these conditions is proof of}their normal- 
ity and their dignity of position. . The fool- 
ish modern plaint that poets and painters are 
stilled in the commercial atmosphere of a 
town like Chicago is discountenanced utterly 
by proof such as history has to show, of the 
cobrdinate development of industrial and 
artistic life. The fact of the matter is, 
virility has many demonstrations, and the 
young commonwealth, untained with decay. 
is as likely to produce poets as bridge build- 
ers, merchants as painters; and the world 
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need for all is admitted, and the force which 
moves one and all is estimated by his quality 
and quantity rather than by its species. 

‘Professor Villari’s book contains one par- 
ticuarly interesting chapter upon The 
Family and the State in Italian Communes,” 
and another upon The Enactment of Jus- 
tice.” To say that the author is well ac- 
quainted with his subject—Florence in her 
beginnings and her climateric development— 
would be to state the case inadequately. He 
knows the subject through and through, Is 
saturated with it, and could have written a 
book much larger than the one he did— 
though that has 576 pages—and not have ex- 
hausted what he had to say. 

Such dark points as the relations between 
Florence and the Hohenstaufen Emperors; 
the oppression of Florence by the Popes; 
the policy of Machievelli, he sets forth with 
clearness. Yet Villari feels his work to be 
tentative. That is to say, he deprecates the 
fact that Italy still lacks one complete his- 
tory, in which the growth of each commune, 
their corelations, and the country asa whole 
shall be dealt with. Such a coherent history 
he aspires to prepare at some future date, 
but.in the meantime it must be insisted that 
his present book is of undeniable value, and 
the collector of medieval history will find in 
it much that will serve as a key to conditions 
outside of Florence, as well asa scholarly re- 
view of Florence in her outer and her inner 
life at the time of her phenomenal and glo- 
rious development. By the way, why was 
the title The Two First Centuries ’’ given 
to the book? Thig seems an inexcusable slip.

When one 
has gathered a little pile at the foot of the 
tree, and another makes inroads upon it, it 
is droll to see the chase, and to hear the ex- 
change of obviously evil epithets between 
them. We hardly realize that this is a mat- 
ter of life and death; that their frisky excur= 
sions from tree to tree are arduous labors 
for their daily bread. We soon come to see, 
however, that they never eat even a donated 
peanut in security, but are alert for the least 
movement or alien sound. It is even less 
easy to believe that the | animals, too, 
lead their lives in terror from hour to hour.

“The French People,” by Arthur Has- 
sall.

It is always a mistake for a man to write 
the history of a country not his own. No 
matter how intelligent, how sympathetic, 
how cosmopolitan he may be, he must fail 
to grasp the last fine significance and motif 
of national thought, the {llusive spirit of its 
aspiration, the significance—as it appears 
to that nation itself—of its evolution, or the 
peculiar pain and shame of its decline. Mr, 
Arthur Hassall, in The French People.“ 
the latest volume of “ The Great Peoples 
Series ’’ to be published, has brought to his 
work the sane judgment, the inflexible and 
unsympathetic standards, the unbending 
conviction, and the latent prejudice of the 
Englishman—and the English are the least 
mobile of men. 

Mr. Hassall has, in the brief limits of his 
book, taken a broad historical view of 
France. It has dealt appreciatively with its 
enlightening movements—with the forma- 
tion of its Parliament, its university, its 
religious reformation, its effort for unity, its 
great revolution against the feudal insti- 
tutions, its heroic and partly futile endeavor 
to adapt itself to a constitutional govern- 
ment. With Napoleon he has dealt ade- 
quately—no small test of the accuracy of 


insight and the discrimination of any man. 


For to write of Napoleon and not to make an 
argument for or against him, remains, even 


‘to this day, almost beyond the power of any 
man. Let him lie in his grave never so deep, | 


his name still calls friends and foes to arms. 
The matter in which the author has been 
unsympathetic may be referred to as the 
temperament of the French. That they 
have attained their place among the na- 
tions by methods different from those pos- 
sible to other nations, and that, whatever 
the failure of their ministries, their armies, 
or their national finances, they remain su- 
preme in certain superlative matters, ap- 
pears to have escaped the notice of the his- 
torian. Prising,.as an Englishman natural- 
ly would, above all other things, constitu- 
tional rights, definitely secured and firmly 
preserved, the extension of territory, and 
the durability of. administrations, he finds 
France delinquent. It is true, perhaps, even 
as he says, that her passion for liberty has 
replaced her old veneration for Kings, with- 
out imbuing her with the sense of responsi- 
bility which ought to be felt by men avall- 
ing themselves of constitutional rights, and, 
theoretically at least, responsible for the 
government. It is also true that the policy 
of colonization followed by France in Amer- 
ica and in India did not secure permanent 
territory for them. That complaisance and 
adaptability. which permitted the French- 
men to become part and parcel of the geo- 
es with whom they were associating weak- 
ned them, without doubt. They were at 
peace in the wigwams of the Indians and in 
bazaars of India. They conformed— 
and England, never conforming, always 
maintaining the attitude of the conqueror, 
always contemptuous and masterful, won. 
India is her empire, Canada her colony, the 
United States her. offshoot and her halit- 
acknowledged ally. But at what a price? 
At the cost of how many innocent lives? At 
the incalculable pain of how many others 
who s life but could not preserve 
liberty, dignity, or the estate to which they 
were born. Truly, the interpretation of the 
word success is sometimes a material 


one. 
It is not, indeed, as governors of men that 
Frenchmen have achieved their laurels. It 


is true that they have never been able to 
concentrate their attention upon the prob- 
lem of government. The simplicity and 
of the monarchical estate would, as 

„ Hassall says, have suited them best; 
but Kings end Captains are unreliable 
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things, and when their administration be- 
came unendurable there came a conflict for 
liberty of action, thought, speech that will. 
serve to the end of time as a proverb for 
impetuosity, for prodigality of life, for fa- 
natical courage, and for eloquence. What 
was tawdry and histrionic in it has long 
since been forgotten in that which was in- 
great and destined to immortal 

y. 
But it is by none of these things, after all, 
that France stands among the great nations. 
Napoleon could bamboozle her, as the Kings 
had done, into a rearrangement of the ol4 
aristocratical idea, could bewilder her by 
the multiplicity. of his activities into think- 
ing him the friend of the people, 

She is naif in these matters, is France, and 
eternally unsophisticated. But when it 
comes to creative art, to original thought, to 
the modern monuments of literature; it is 
a different matter. In the making of pict- 
ures, of imaginative literature, of sculpture, 
of gardens, palaces, fashions, fétes, and the 
. sustaining of the joy of life as an art and an 
essential one, France stands chief. If she 
does not command the profoundest respect 
of Russia, Germany, England, and America, 
at least she fascinates them all. There is 
a longing for her approval. in heart of 
every artist, a homesickness for her boule- 
vards in the breast of every cosmopolite. 
To pass by these things, not to recognize 
them of great value, not to see their histor- 
ical and philosophie relation to the French 
people, is to have written of that people in 
an unsympathetic way. Perhaps it does, as 
Mr. Haseall says, “remain to be seen 
whether the Latin races are able to hold 
their own against the increasing vigor and 
enterprise which is the characteristic feat- 
ure of the purely Teutonic peoples, but at 
least much of the achievements of these 
peoples must remain paramount. Mr. Has- 
sall says: She has no permanent dynasty, 
no permanent aristocracy, no traditions ex- 
cept those connected with Napoleon I. and 
his empire, no permanent institutions except 
those set up by the great Emperor. She has 
cut herself off from her brillant history 
connected with the Capetian, Valois, and 
Bourbon dynasties, and since the fall of 
Napoleon I. has not been able to justify in 
the eyes of Europe the wisdom of her action 
in breaking off completely with the glorious 
traditions of her past.“ 

But at the last, she is held together by 
traditions of art; she has the permanent 
institutions of the university, the Sorbonne, 
the Beaux Arts, the Academy; she justifies 
herself by her stage, her salons, her aris- 
tocracy of intellect. She has, indeed, meat 
which Mr. Hassall knows not of. The dis- 
solution of her ministeries is indeed imma 
terial, so there be order, so one may write, 
paint, act, sing, laugh, love, earn, spend, 
serve well. Perhaps in the end it may be 
found that a preoccupied people, engaged in 
the enjoyment of life and the creation of 
things beautiful, has as much to sustain it 
as a much-governed people, eaten up with 
ambition, trampling over weaker peoples, 
and setting no limits to {ts power or its ter- 
ritory. Who knows? There may be defeat 
in either policy. But at least, to write of 
France, and its doctrinaires, its Kings, its 
ministries, and not to write of its more cele- 
brated men, those who represent the genius 
of the nation, who make it and cement it, 
who are the core of the nation’s heart, is not 
to recognize the quality of the people nor to 
understand their temper. (Published by D.

Fine Work Completed. 

| “A Dictionary of Architecture and Bulld- 
ings.” Edited by Russell Sturgis. Vol. 
III. The Macmillan company. 

The warmest congratulation is due to Mr. 
Sturgis and his associates for the splendid 
way in which this really grand un 
has been carried to its completion. 

The previous volumes were duly noticed 
in these columns at the time of their ap- 
pearing. Each volume contains about 600 
double-column pages. Type and paper could 
hardly have been better. Besides the thir- 
ty-four full-page illustrations in this volume 
the smaller illustrations are innumerable. 

While this dictionary, like any other die- 
tionary, is for reference and not intended 
to be “ read through,” it nevertheless con- 
tains the classified materials for making a 
really consecutive and thorough study of 
the various related departments of the 
main subject of which it treats. A most 
attractive opportunity is here afforded for 
a comparative study of the distinctive ar- 
chitecture prevalent in different parts of the 
world, as well as in the different periods in 
the same country. By the admirable scheme 
ef notation and of reference adopted, it is 
easy to turn to any particular topic. Equal- 
ly remarkable is the fullness of information 
and the rigid condensation. The work as a 
whole is not only a fine instance of the mod- 
ern division of labor, but equally of the 
modern integration of industries.” Mr. 
Sturgis, as editor, has happily succeeded in 
securing the fine codperation of; a large 
number of the most expert writers, thus 
giving to the main result a genuinely author- 
itative value. As one carefully examines 
these pages filled with illustrations, as well 
as reading matter, one is certainly surprised 
at both the wealth and variety of matter. 
Of course, it is a book for any public. li- 
brary, but, more than that, no well-equipped 
private library will wish to be without it. It 
is, indeed, a library in itself. It would consti- 
tute a capital piece of intellectual discipline 
to follow out a property directed synthetical 
study of the particular groups of related 
subjects, the materials for which are, 
here and there, so a furnished to

tom up—as is the case with the new Trib- 
une Building, now in course of erection. 
As to the architectural type of the Amer- 
ican tall building, it is not believed that 
the final or true type has as yet been ob- 
tained, but out of the experimentation and 
the intensely stimulated study being given 
to the matter there is likely to arise the | 
beginnings of a distinctively national archi- | 
tecture. 
Another of the longer articles in this final 
volume, covering about forty columns, is 
one on The Window,” a part of which is 
by Mr. Sturgis, and a specially valuable 
portion of it by John La Farge, who here:

M. Deleasse, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
replied that the matter was an international] 
one,-and that intervention at the present 
moment would be inopportune, as it would 
raise delicate and complicated questions. The 
Chamber approved the declarations of the 
Foreign Minister by a vote of 280 to 235.

By a decree dated Bogota, July 8, 1901, 
was appointed commander 
of the land and sea forces of Colombia in 
the Provinces of Magdalena, Panama, and 
Bolivar. The decree stated that the honor 
was conferred because of General Alban’s 
patriotic zeal in the defense of the ge 
tions ot the.country..

HOW JOINT NOTE FAILED 


POWERS BEKIND PLAN 10 
FERE FOR SPAIN WEAKENED. 


Without England to Aid Them They 
‘Immediately Dropped All Efforts to 
Meddle in Affairs of United States— 
Much History of Scheming Coming 
from Oficial Sources—Negotiations 

Not in Writing Are Being 
Foreign Office 


LONDON, Jan. 20.—Inquiries made today 
concerning the “subsequent proposals 
mentioned by Lord Cranborne in his reply 
to Henry Norman in the House of Commons 
today elicited important information from 
the Foreign office concerning the incident of 
the Spanish-American war. There it was 
stated that Great Britain had been twice for- 
mally approached on this matter, but only 
once after the commencement of hostilities 
between Spain and the United States. 

Lord Cranborne’s references to more than 
one proposal were evidently generalizations, | 
which included tentative proposals not om 
etally recognized. 

The oceasion upon which Great Britain de- 
Mberately put down her foot was, according 
to the Foreign office, when the Austrian Am- 
baasador at London interviewed Lord Salis- 
bury and asked him if Great Britain would 
be willing to join in a collective note from the 
European powers urging the United States 


to desiat from war with Spain. Such a note 


was not to threaten reprisals or interven- 
tion, but was to be in the nature of a strong 
protest and a plea for arbitration. 


Lord Salisbury’s Plain Answer. 

Lord Salisbury, it was said, regarded this 
proposition as an unwarrantable interfer- 
ence in the affairs of a friendly country, 
and frankly said so, declaring that Great 
Britain would not be a party to any such 
step, especially in view of the late Presi- 
dent McKimley’s attitude toward the ante- 
bellum efforts of European powers to avert 
war. The Foreign office heard nothing more 
on this subject, the matter of a collective 
note apparently being dropped. | 

Regarding the much-disputed point as to | 
what powers were previously prepared. 
sign. this note, had Great Britain acq 
thereto, the following statement from a 
high official. of the Foreign office, through 
whose hands all secret dispatches ioe 
Had best be giver in his own language. This 
official said: 

“We have no documentary e to 


prove that any power other than the one 


which formally approached us was con- 
cerned in this effort to send a collective note 
to the United States, the purport of which, 
however polite the wording, must W 
have been that of a threat. 


France, , and Russia in It. 

We had at the time, however, every rea- 
son to believe that this power was merely 
put forward as a sort of buffer in order to 
sound us, and that France, Germany, and 
Russia were behind her, and only awaiting 
our assent formally to announce their own. 
We have never had reason to change that 
belief, which, in the case of France, amounts 
to moral certainty. 

Theke are a hundred and one diplomatic 
secrets which, pieced together, convinced 
us that our estimate of the situation was 
correct, and doubtless there are documents 
in the European chancelleries which detail 
the negotiations that occurred prior to our 
being approached. 

“Subsequent diplomatic report convinced 
us that not only was the collective note 
dropped on account of our refusal but that 
we incurred not a little enmity because 
our action was sufficiently patent to obviate 
all necessity of our actually having posses- 
sion of copies of those diplomatic inter- 
changes which resulted in our being asked 
to sign the second protest to America.“ 

Opinion in the Foreign office is somewhat 
divided as to the advisability of today’s an- 
nouncement in the House of Commons, sev- 
eral high officials of this office believing it 
will only tend to strain the relations between 
Great Britain and thd continental powers.

EDWARD EVANS OF CAMP DAKs, 
ENDANGERS MANY. 


Walks Into City Hall and the Building 
Ie Famigated as a Result—Ofiicials

Smallpox caused dread in more than one 
‘neighborhood yesterday. In Highland Park 


by all passers-by, for four victims of the 
disease are quarantined there. During the 
afternoon a man walked into the City Hall 
and announced that he had been shipped to 
Chicago from Camp Lake, Wis., because he 
had the smallpox. Thereafter the building 
reeked with carbolic acid, for the Health 
department ordered the entire structure fu- 
migated. The day brought forth other cases 
in different parts of Chicago. 

It was shortly after noon when Edward 
Evans of Camp Lake entered the City Hall 
and inquired for the Health department. 
Pushing his way through the crowded cor- 
ridors, he at length found the office and in- 
formed Window Clerk Stahl he was sick and 
had come from Camp Lake, where the au- 
thorities had given him a railroad ticket and 
put him on the train for Chicago. 


City Hall Is Fumigated: 

A glance showed that Evans had smallpox 
and he was hurried to the Isolation Hospital. 
The fumigation of the building was begun, 
and officers were sent at once to attempt to 
find the Wisconsin Centra! railway coach in 
which Evans had ridden to the city and fumi- 


It has been a practice for some time, health 
officials say, for the authorities of nearby 
villages and cities to ship their pauper sick 
who are able to travel to Chicago. A recent 
case was that of a smallpox patient in Kan- 
kakee who was picked up by a local police- 
man there and put on a train bound for Chi- 
cago, with instructions to report to the 
Health department here.

Illinois Historical Seciety Will Ask 
Legislature to Appropriate $250,000 
tor Building to House Records—Vice 
President of Board Anticipates Fa- 
vorable Action—Seciety Also Will 
Present Plan for Decoration of Com- 

monwealth’s Exhibition at St. Louis. 


Appropriation for a new State Historical 

Library and Museum, to cost $250,000, will 
De asked from the State Legislature by the 
Illinois State Historical society. At the an- 
nual meeting of the society, which will be 
held on Thursday and Friday at Jackson- 
ville, plans will be made to bring the matter 
before the Legislature and secure the appro- 
priation. The plan is to locate the library 
either at Springfield or at Champaiga, with 
the University of Illinois. 
_ The new library for which the Historical 
society will ask is intended to be used for 
the collection of books and material dealing 
with the historical annals of Illinois from 
its earliest days. In furtherance of the 
project the State body is organizing historical 
societies in every county of the State to aid 
both in securing speedy legislation and in 
gathering material.for the library. 


Expects. Money Soon. | 

It was announced yesterday by Professor 
aaa J. James of the University of Chi- 

; Vice President of the Historical Li- 
“eae board, that the members of the society 
had every reason to expect favorable action 

The present Historical Library is at the 
' Statehouse at Springfleid, but it has out- 
grown its quarters, and such valuable mate- 
rial should be cared for in better manner,” 
said Professor James. 

“What is needed is a building for the 
Historical Library such as the Legislatures 
of. Michigan and Iowa have provided. Per- 
sonally I think I should favor a location at 
Champaign in connection with the University 
of Illinois, but others prefer Springfield. The 
present library has 8,000 volumes and nearly 
5,000 valuable pamphlets. With a sum of 
$2,500 given by the Illinois Legislature we 
are now collecting material from 
in Canada, England, and France.” 


Want Panorama at Fair. f 
The Historical society at its meeting will 
formally suggest a plan for the Illinois State 


$50,000 from the general State appropriation 
of $250,000 will be named as the amount re- 
quired. 

The Illinois building should be construct- 
ed in a way to make it one of the features 
of the fair,’ said Professor James. With 


350,000 a handsome panorama stretching en- 
tireiy around the inner walls could be paint- [ 


ed. This would give to people of our own 
and other States an idea of the story ot our 
State which no collection of manuscripts, 
unread by the masses, could be expected to 


do. 
State Exhibit a Novelty. 

The idea of the society is to pursue the 
work in connection with a committee of art- 
ists, so that the panorama would be both 
historically correct and artistically beau- 
tiful. It could be painted on such a material 
as to make its removal to the historical 
library or other State buliding entirely feasi- 
ble. The Illinois State Bullding could in this 
way be made a novelty, which would serve 
an educational purpose.”

STIFT'S PECULIAR “KNOCKOUT. 


Chicago Fighter Goes to the Floor in 
| the Third Bound: at Louisville,

for the new racetrack site for Buffalo were 
executed today. The new track will be in 
the Township of Tonawanda, adjoining the 
city. line, and about 1,500 feet from Main 
street. The site contains nearly 100 acres 
and is well situated for- a _— proper and 
for landscape effects. 

The deal was made by a warty of Buffa- 
lonians. representing outside capital, though 
it is given out that the track will be a Buffalo 
enterprise. Work will be begun at once and 
it is the intention of the promoters to have 
the course in shape for racing by June 10 
at the latest.

A hole in the brick wall of cell No. 10, oc- 
cupled by Convicts Snyder and Davis, was 
the method of escape. The tunnel was dug 
sloping outwardly until it formed a connec- 
tion with the air chamber, about two feet 
below and a foot outwardly from the cor- 
ridor wall of the cell. 

Through this air chamber the prisoners 
crawled about forty feet to where it opened, 
into the boiler-room, the opening being cov- 
ered by an iron grating. This obstacle was 
overcome by the use of saws, and the pris- 
oners had then only to walk out of the back 
door of the boiler-room, acorss the yard, and 
scale the board fence. — 

The prisoners took advantage of the dinner 
hour to slip into cell No. 10 and crawied 
through the hole unnoticed.
